TRY THEM 
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MYSTERIOUS MEETING. 


Northern New York Manufacturers in 
Secret Session in New York. 


Hon. James A. Outterson, When Asked the Nature of the Meet- 
ing, Said That the Mill Owners Were Gathered Together to 
Consider a Proposition to Consolidate Their Plants. 


A large and rather mysterious gathering of paper manufacturers 
was held in private Room H at the Murray Hill Hotel, New York. 
on Monday of this week. A complete and direct statement in re- 
gard to the actual meaning and purpose of this conference could 
not be secured. The meeting was conducted very quietly, and per- 
haps not a dozen members of the trade were in direct touch with its 
doings. A number of paper men who are supposed to be in a posi- 
tion to obtain advance notice of any proposed meetings of the amnu- 
facturers when informed of this one were somewhat surprised, and 
pleaded absolute ignorance as to the exact object of such a meeting 
at this time, and also stated that they had no previous knowledge 
that one was going to be held. They nevertheless admitted that it 
must have been very important when so many manufacturers came 
to New York from various distant points to attend a meeting on 
the day before New Year's. 

J. A. Outterson, of Carthage, who was in attendance at the meet- 
ing, when seen by a representative of THe PAper TRADE JOURNAL 
stated that the meeting was a strictly private affair and had no 
general trade significance whatever. He said “those who were in 
attendance were all northern New York mill men, and that they had 
under consideration a plan of his own to consolidate a number of 
the mills in that section.” 

The wise ones in the downtown paper district take this statement 
as a sort of’a joke. Several mill representatives who are especially 
interested in the news market say they have good reasons for be- 
lieving that it was a meeting of the large print news manufacturers 
for the purpose of setting a fixed and uniform price for sheet and 
roll news paper for 1907. They say that this movement has been 
developing very quietly for the past three months. During that time 
the large news mills have been giving the smaller ones an oppor- 
tunity to load up for this year by refusing to accept a certain 
amount of desirable business, and it seems that this plan has proven 
a success, with the result that practically all the smaller news mills 
are now tied up for the balance of the new year. One informant, 
who is a representative of one of the smaller mills, said this state- 
ment was substantially correct, and he said, further, that he was 
informed that the price on sheet news would be fixed at 2% cents, 
and on roll news from 2.25 to 2.35. Both of these prices cover de- 
livery also. An advance may also be agreed upon .to become ef- 
fective about March 1. Whether these figures will be the same on 
contract orders could not be learned. 

In the face of these several conflicting statements, neither of 
which seem entirely satisfactory, the trade will be compelled to 
await a definite announcement from the manufacturers who at- 


tended the meeting. 


Continental Not Affected by Patent Decision. 
The Continental Paper Bag Company last week sent out to the 
trade the following notice: 
ImporTANT NOTICE. 
New York, N. Y., December 28, 1906. 
To tHe Trape—In October, 1905, we published a circular’ giving 
an account of the then recent decision of Judge Putnam in the pat- 
ent case of the Eastern Paper Bag Company against the Continental 
Paper Bag Company. That decision has now been affirmed by a 
majority of one of the judges of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
against a strong dissenting opinion of the minority. The case will 
now probably go to the Supreme Court of the United States; 
but, anyhow, the alleged infringement, on which the suit is based, 
was discontinued a year ago, and, therefore, the decision can never 
have any effect on the manufacture and sale of paper bags by the 
Continental Paper Bag Company. Yours truly, 
HERMAN Etsas, President and General Manager.

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LIVELY BOX BOARD MEETING. 


The Warring Factions Among the Stockholders and Directors 
Hold a Spirited Session in Chicago—Plain Words Spoken— 
Distribution of United’s Stock—More Trouble Ahead. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

CHICAGO, 1906.—The warring the 
United Box Board and Paper Company met for three hours and 
a half Friday afternoon, wrangled and exchanged personalities, 
and separated with the bitterness between the stockholders in-

Two days earlier Sidney Mitchell, as chairman of the 
“protective committee,” had filed a bill for a mandamus in the 
Circuit Court of Cook County to compel the officers of the United 
to turn over to him books showing. the company’s stockholders. 
This is preliminary to an active canvass among the stockholders 
to secure sufficient proxies to oust President O. C. Barber and 
his friends at the coming annual meeting and election February 21. 
Yesterday Mr. Mitchell declared that he held 75,000 proxies, and 
that General Manager Stephen B. Fleming had promised to peace- 
fully grant him access to the stock books. The mandamus suit 
will not be dismissed until this promise has been carried out, and 
the suit for an injunction, which was brought last week, will not 
be at all affected. 

Messrs. Barber and Fleming arrived in Chicago Wednesday for 
the avowed purpose of bringing the Chicago malcontents back 
under the Barber domination, and left again before night admitting 
that the attempt had not only been a dismal failure, but had 
unified the smoldering feeling of opposition. Half a hundred 
stockholders of the United were at the Auditorium Hotel to greet 
Mr. Barber. He at once let them understand that in his opinion 
it was his meeting, and if the minority stockholders were not in- 
clined to be “good” and behave they could leave. As to Mr. 
Mitchell his wrath fairly “spouted,” and therewith vanished all 
hopes of peace among the stockholders. 

The meeting opened with a statement from Mr. Barber, the 
facts of which were practically the same as the statement printed 
in Tue Paper TRADE JourNAL of last week. He had previously 
made some rather sarcastic comments on Mr. Mitchell, and the 
latter’s supporters were primed with questions. He had charz-- 
terized Mr. Mitchell as “quite a pleasant gentleman at first sight, 
being young and good looking.” 

Continuing he said regarding the recent visit of Mr. Mitchell 
to New York: “The longer Mr. Mitchell stayed with us the more 
we found out about him. -I suggested that he was young, full of 
energy, and that he had better come in and take my place and re- 
lieve me of the burden of running this company. I offered to 
sell him my stock at a reasonable figure. He cheerfully remarked 
that he believed he could, and would be pleased to do it, as he 
had floated for Yerkes and got the cash for several million dol- 
lars of bonds that are now being sold at a nominal figure com- 
pared to what they cost then. After this citation of experience I 
did not think he was quite the kind of talent the United needs 
However, I attributed his remarks more to inexperience 
than to dishonesty.” 

“You insult retorted Mr. Mitchell. “No man of 
your stamp can insult me, and I refuse to resort to the billingsgate

“Why have you and your directors sold your stock in the United 
and taken bonds in place of it?” 

When the meeting seemed about to develop into a free for all de- 
bate Sigmund Liebenstein moved that a committee be appointed by 
the stockholders to confer with the Barber interests. Mr. Barber 
repeated that it was “his meeting” and refused to put such a motion. 
Some of the stockholders then wanted to adjourn until later in the 
week, but those in favor of immediate action predominated. Mr. 
Barber was temporarily deposed from the chair by Herman Gross- 
man, who appointed the executive committee of the “protective 
committee” to treat with Mr. Barber. Mr. Barber wrathfully ob- 
jected to Mr. Mitchell and his partner, Mr. Bodman, and refused 
to recognize the committee. 

“I want to say right here to you stockholders,” declared Presi- 
dent Barber, “that 1 won't discuss anything with any committee on 
which Mr. Mitchell serves. In the suit which he has filed he has 
accused me of chicanery and held me up as a fraud, cheat, manipu- 

‘lator and all around scoundrel.” 

“It was all true, wasn’t it?” shouted Mr. Mitchell at this dra- 
matic point. 

E. B. Weston, of Dayton, Ohio, started to speak in behalf of 
Mr. Barber, who was so bursting with anger that he was speech- 
less, but the audience refused to remain and the meeting broke up. 

The protective committee immediately started preparation of a 
circular letter and a statement of its position attacking the state- 
ment issued by President Barber last week. The two will be 
mailed this morning to every stockholder that is now known to the 
committee, and, so soon as Mr. Fleming carries out his promise, to 
the remaining stockholders of the United. If Mr. Fleming recon- 
siders his intention Mr. Mitchell intends to secure as many names 
as possible by advertising for proxies. The mailing of the circulars 
will take place from the offices of Milmine, Bodman & Co., 5 Board 
of Trade Building. A blank form of proxy is enclosed with the 
letters. Woop. 


The Holders of United’s Stock. 


[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 
Curcaco, Ill., January 2, 1907. 

A surprising distribution of the stock of the United was dis- 
closed when the stockholders’ list was turned over to Sidney 
Mitchell by Secretary Fleming today. It shows, according to Mr. 
Mitchell, that the holdings of President Barber are limited to 1,975 
shares of preferred. The late W. A. Russell, formerly a director, 
is on the books for only thirty-nine shares of common and seventy 
of preferred. The entire directorate owns less than 4,000 shares. 
E. B. Weston, of Dayton, Ohio, who at the “Barber meeting” last 
week berated the “protective committee,” does not appear as owning 
a single share. Mr. Mitchell is down for 15,000 shares in his own 
name, and his firm of Milmine, Bodman & Co. for 7,000 more. 
George J. Marrott holds 7,000, and two other members of the pro- 
tective committee whose names are not disclosed hold 6,000 each. 
A general meeting of stockholders is advertised for 2 o’clock Sat- 
urday at the Auditorium Hotel. The 1,200 stockholders are scat- 
tered through all parts of the United States and Europe. “Mr. 
Barber promised at his meeting to take $100,000 of the bonds if I 
could sell the remainder, and from arrangements which I made 
today I believe that I can do so, and relieve the company from in- 
debtedness,” said Mr. Mitchell. “We are confident of 175,000 
shares at the annual meeting, and that we will come through with 
flying colors.” Junius B. Woop.

The market, however, continues 
very firm. The preliminary figures for the year show that the 
stocks on hand with the jobbing trade are smaller now than they 
several years, and some dealers say they are even 
lower than during the boom of 1899. Reports from the mills are 
that there is no surplus paper on hand. A fair idea of the actual 
demand ‘@griag the past three months can be gained from these 
statements. Seghows that the surplus of the past summer has been 
entirely absorbed, and the first week of 1907 finds a great many 
of the mills from three to six

weeks behind in their deliveries. 
This delay cannot be credited entirely to the heavy demand, as a 
large part of it is due to the continued low water, the shortage of 
all classes of raw materials and present railroad freight congestion. 
This transformation of the paper market has developed during the 
past four months, or since the early fall of 1906. Prices on all 
standard grades of paper have also been advanced during the same 
period because of the increased cost of production brought about 
by the general advance in prices on all raw materials. A large 
manufacturer with a great many years’ experience in the manufac- 
ture of paper, in commenting on the past, present and future pros- 
pects of the paper market, said this week: “The depression in the 
paper market which has been in evidence since the boom of 1899, 
and which continued up to last fall, was caused by the heavy over- 
production. Since 1899 a number of new mills have placed their 
tonnage on the market, and during that time the overproduction, 
it seems, has been on the increase. Now I believe the country has 
grown up to the present production, judging from the general 
reaction and upward movement last fall and the present firm and 
healthy condition. The demand is going to continue during 1907, 
and there is no possibility of prices receding because of the big in- 
crease in costs, from raw materials to labor.”

New Year’s Day business in local paper trade circles has not been 
very active.

Orrawa, Canada, December 31, 1906—The manufacturers of 
book, litho and fine papers in Canada, having adopted “Trade Cus- 
toms,” are coming fully into line with the rest of the world. The 
rules adopted are substantially the same as those in use in the 
United States and Great Britain. While the lines mentioned are the 
chief ones affected the rules also apply to other sorts of paper. 

A copy of the recently adopted Trade Customs follows: 


Canadian Trade Customs. 


1. All prices quoted shall be based on paper in rolls, without 
heads or rods; or on paper interlapped in bundles: The “stand- 
ard” shall be on a minimum weight basis of 2414x36'%4—36 pounds 
—500 ream for “machine finished” papers, and 
241%4x36%4—40 pounds—soo sheets to the ream for “super calen- 
dered” papers. The average variation from the ordered weight is 
not to exceed 4 per cent. above or 4 per cent. below such ordered 


sheets to the 


weight, paper within this range of variation to constitute a good 
All paper is to be billed at the ordered weight; no al- 
lowance shall be made by any manufacturer unless a variation is 
established in excess of 4 per cent. 

2. No paper to be made one weight and stenciled another, i. e., 
paper must be marked by the manufacturer the “ream weight” 
ordered, and there shall be no evasion by substituting letters or 
symbols for figures of weight. For all paper of a weight below the 
“standard” (as per clause No. 1) of 244%4x36%—36—500 machine 
finished paper down to and including 28 pounds in weight, 5 cents 
per 100 pounds extra shall be charged for each pound per ream 
below the “standard” weight, and for all “super calendered” paper 
below the “standard” weight of 244%4x36%.—40—500 down to and in- 
cluding 32 pounds in weight, 5 cents extra per 100 pounds for each 
pound per ream shall be charged, and for machine finished paper 
under 28 pounds and for “super calendered” paper under 32 pounds 
10 cents extra per 100 pounds for each pound per ream below the 
weights of 28 pounds and 32 pounds respectively shall be charged, 
e. g., when paper is ordered 24%x36%—500 pounds machine fin- 
ished at say 5 cents per pound (5.40) five and four-tenths shall be 
paid for such paper when made 28 pounds to the ream. If ordered 
26 pounds per ream the price to be paid shall be (5.60) five and six- 
tenths per pound, and so on. 

3. For paper packed flat in skeleton frames there shall be a 
charge of 10 cents per 100 pounds, and for paper packed flat in 
cases or solid boards top and bottom there shall be a charge of 15 
cents per 100 pounds 

4. For paper cut or trimmed two sides there shall be an extra 
charge of 10 cents per 100 pounds, and for paper cut or trimmed 
three or four sides there shall be an extra charge of 15 cents per 
100 pounds. A further charge of 10 cents per 100 pounds per cut 
is to be made for every cut on all book and/or litho papers when 
cut to a smaller size than 18x24. 

5. Wrappers and twine are in all cases, on both sheets and roll 
papers, to be included in the weight of and are to be charged for 
at the price of the paper ordered. 

6. Roll paper shall be charged at the gross “scale weight,” in- 
cluding cores; manufacturers will bear the cost of freight on cores, 
“heads and rods returned to the mill in good condition; but when 
core are returned no allowance shall be made for any paper re- 
maining on the cores so returned, except that an allowance may be 
made for clean white waste. at the current market price of the 
waste, i. e., cores shall be credited at the full selling price of the 
paper that has been wound thereon, when the cores are returned 
stripped and in good order. 

7: No allowance or payment shall be made by any manufacturer 


delivery. 


for any cases, solid tops or bottoms, or for skeleton frames re- 
turned. 

8. Terms of payment shall be three months from date of invoice, 
or 3 per cent. may be allowed for cash in thirty days from date of 
invoice. 


Grinding Wood by Electric Power. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., December 31, 1906.—So far as is known here- 
abouts, the Rhinelander (Wis.) Paper Company holds the distinc- 
tion of being the only place where pulp wood is ground by electric 
power. Some time ago the company put in four more big wood 
grinders. Two of these are operated by water power directly and 
two by electric motors, the electricity being brought from a point 
8 miles below the mill, where another water power was developed. 
About 1,500 horse power of electricity is generated there and 
ttansmitted to the mill. Fox River. 


Loss in Mill Fire at Whiting, Wis., About $20,000. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Appteton, Wis., December 31, 1906.—Brief telegraphic mention 
was made in these columns last week of the fire at the mill of the 
Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper Company at Whiting. Brief as 
it was, however, the message covered practically all there is to the 
story, though it is probable that the actual loss will be somewhat 
smaller than stated, running from $15,000 to $20,000. The damage 
was confined to the power house and basement of the beater room, 
through the herculean efforts of the mill employees. The principal 
loss will come through the enforced shutdown of the plant until 
the damaged machinery can be replaced. It is hoped that this may 
be accomplished in from four to six weeks Fox RIver. 


Supply of Pulp Wood Dependent on Railroad Cars. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

App.Leton, Wis., December 24, 1906.—Pulp wood is beginning to 
arrive, straggling in a few cars at a time. This is the beginning 
of the new crop, and is a welcome sight to the mill people. Some 
of the yards are pretty bare and others have little more than 
enough to last till the new wood comes in briskly. The people 
who are in the pulp wood business say that they have provided 
all right for the new crop to be cut and brought out of the woods 
tm plenty, and now if the- railways will only give them cars there 
will be no difficulty. The car shortage is universal, however, and 
this is the thing that the pulp wood people will have the most 
trouble with according to the present outlook. Fox River. 


Canadian Timber Limits Growing in Value. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, December 31, 1906.—Rightly or wrongly 
Canadians are rapidly coming to believe that their pulp wood 
limits will shortly be worth a great deal more than they are at 
present. One authority on the subject asserted this week that he 
did not see why Canadian limits should not in five years be worth 
from two to five times as much as they are at present, according to 
accessibility, situation, etc. In Quebec he believes that they are 
beginning to see the end of the pulp wood on free grant lands, 
and that the next move will be across to the north shore limits, 
which are still largely Crown lands. The Quebec Government is 
now alive to the value of the spruce lands, and this may result in 
further regulations, say like those in Ontario, which will make the 
lands secured before these regulations go into force all the more 
valuable. He believes that the New England mills, having Quebec 
back of them, are bound to have an advantage over the Wisconsin 
mills, which are now very short of pulp wood, and that those who 
buy Ontario or Quebec timber limits now are going to be right in 
the running in a couple of years. ae

WyMan FLInt. 


Wyman Flint, a long time resident of Bellows Falls, Vt., and 
one of its most respected citizens, died at his home in that city 
shortly after noon on Tuesday of last week. 

Mr. Flint had not been able to give much attention to business 
during the past year or two, but until within a week prior to his 
death had been in usual health. 

The funeral was held from Immanuel Church Friday afternoon, 
with burial in the churchyard. 

Mr. Flint was the son of John Gardiner and Sarah (Gregg) 
Flint, and was born in Windsor, N. H., July 11, 1824. He re- 
ceived his education in the district schools and in the academy at 
Antrim, N. H. When twenty-one years of age he engaged in the 
manufacturing of furniture in Franklin, N. H. He then went to 
Antrim, N. H., and for a time was engaged in the lumber business 
with his father. He went to Bellows Falls in 1853, and a year later, 
in company with his brother, began the manufacture of shoe pegs. 
In 1858 he began business in Milwaukee with his brother, John 
Gardiner Flint, with the firm name of W. & J. G. Flint, wholesale 
dealers in coffee, spices and groceries. Branch houses were sub- 
sequently opened in St. Louis and Boston. 

In 1880, in company with the late A. H. Fisher, under the firm 
name of Flint & Fisher, he began the manufacture of paper at Bel- 
lows Falls, but two years later purchased Mr. Fisher’s interest. 
The Green Mountain Pulp Company, of which Mr. Flint was presi- 
dent at the time of his death, was organized, and pulp mills were 
built at Weybridge and Middlebury. After Mr. Fisher’s retirement 
Mr. Flint took his two sons into partnership with him, and the firm 
was known as Wyman Flint & Sons. Later, in 1869, the firm was 
incorporated, and the name became the Wyman Flint & Sons Com- 
pany, of which Mr. Flint was president at the time of his death. 
He was twice first selectman of Rockingham, first in 1870 and 
again in 1880. He was a member of the Westminster Club, and 
of Hugh De Payens Commandery of Knights Templar in Keene. 
In his young days he was a Democrat in politics, but since the 
Civil War had been a staunch Republican. He had been promi- 
nently identified for many years with Immanuel Episcopal Church. 
In 1847 he married Almira Stickney, and six children were born to 
them, the three surviving being Miss S. Louise Flint, who lived 
with her father; John W. Flint, president of the Claremont Paper 
Company, Claremont, N. H., and Francis G. Flint, treasurer and 
manager of the Wyman Flint & Sons Company. Mrs. Flint died 
in August, 18906

Indestructible Fibre Company’s New Canadian Plant. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. |] 

Orrawa, Canada, December 31, 1906.—The building on the Ot- 
tawa side of the Chaudiere, formerly occupied by the Ottawa Saw 
Company, is undergoing changes that will shortly convert it into a 
paper and fibre establishment employing seventy-five or eighty men. 
It is owned by the Indestructible Fibre Company, of Massena, 
N. Y., which makes car headling fibre boards, etc., very extensively. 
Massive machinery has been installed, and the water power is 
available any moment to set it in motion. The owners are incor- 
porated under the name of the Ottawa Pulp and Paper Company. 
One of the first ventures of the company here will be the manu- 
facture of fibre for the interior sheeting of cars and buildings. The 
future of the business will depend upon the success attending the 
earlier efforts. It is expected that work will begin in the early part 
of the new year, when the chief officers of the company are ex- 
pected back in Ottawa from the headquarters of the company.

BIG DEMAND ON PACIFIC COAST. 


An Unusually Heavy Holiday Business—Despite the Catastrophe 
Mills Have Advanced Prices—Temporary Shortage of Pulp 
Wood—F oreign Business Holding Off Because of High Prices. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

San Francisco, December 26, 1906.—The big demand for paper 
of all kinds has shown no signs of weakening, and heavy purchases 
are being made in anticipation of advances in retail prices later. 
Although the local dealers have not advanced recently 
have increased prices more, or less.

The unusually heavy holiday 
trade, which was not expected after such a calamity as this city 
experienced, has made wrapping paper very scarce. The demand 
for paper boxes has increased beyond the supply for the same 
reason. Paper bags and packages of all kinds are almost out of 
sight, and extra efforts are being made to fill orders. According 
to the reports of solicitors and collectors, there never has been 
so much money in circulation here before, and it is merely a ques- 
tion of getting the goods from the mills and filling the almost 
unlimited orders without any haggling as to prices.

James Brown, the manager of the company, reports plenty of 
business in sight and when the large, new board mill ordered 
some time ago is placed in operation the output of straw board 
will be considerably increased.

Improvements in the Gotham Screen. 


It is doubtful if any other device of its kind has been brought 
more prominently before the paper making industry than has the 
Gotham screen, made by the Harmon Machine Company, Water- 
town, N. Y. There are now, it is said, something like 3,500 of 
these machines in operation in the various mills throughout the 
United States and Canada, so that a formal introduction of the 
machine to the average paper and pulp manufacturer seems almost 
unnecessary. Recently, however, some changes have been made in 
the screen, and it is to these changes or improvements that atten- 
tion is directed. 

The illustration appearing on the opposite page in the company’s 
advertisement gives an idea of some of the changes made in the 
screen. The main shaft bearing boxes, as can be seen in the cut, 
are arranged quartering, which admits of the ready removal of 
the shaft; this, the makers say, being a decided improvement over 
the old construction, as it takes much less time to change the shaft, 
when that is necessary, than was possible under former conditions. 
The bearings are built very much heavier, and are all accurately 
machined to a true surface, the caps being held in place by heavy 
machine bolts with lock washers, giving a very rigid construction. 
The plunger head is also shrunken on to the piston rod, making 
it next to impossible to become loose, as was sometimes the case 
with the old style plunger head when secured to the piston rod by 
means of a set screw. It is much easier to replace the shoes, as they 
are of such shape that any millwright can replace them, which was 
not the case with the old style owing to their peculiar shape. The 
clamp feature of the improved plunger head is what the makers 
depend upon to hold the shoe in place, and there is no possibility 
of the shoe splitting when secured in this way. 

The manufacturer is also making the girder in one casting with 
all joints accurately machined, and special attention is called to the 
joint where the end leg bolts to the girder, this being machined to 
a true fit and secured by a heavy machine bolt, thereby eliminating 
the lead joint at this point found in the old screen. The spouts 
are arranged with hand holes, readily removed, enabling the screen 
to be cleaned in the least possible time. 

The general construction of the improved Gotham screen is very 
much heavier, and contains the best material and workmanship 
which the manufacturer can put into it.

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The Year 1906 in the Industry. 

In view of recent happenings in the industry it is safe to say 
that the year 1906 has been the most important one in the recent 
history of the industry. The events that lend importance to the 
year have, however, come to pass within its last quarter. The 
movement for higher.prices, although inaugurated last March, did 
not assume tangible shape until the fall trade began. As a result 
of it all branches of the industry are now on a generally higher 
level as to the selling prices of their products, and there is reason 
to believe that the upward movement is still in progress. The 
factor which has forced the manufacturers to claim proper re- 
muneration for their products has been in a general way the in- 
creased cost of practically all the items that go to make up the ex- 
pense of production. 

The paper industry, as is well known, is the last to feel the general 
impetus of trade activity. The stimulus manifested in nearly all 
other lines in 1906 was not reflected in the paper industry until the 
last quarter of the year. Coincident with this renewed activity in 
the trade the manufacturers in nearly all the branches of the in- 
dustry put into operation their schedules of higher prices. Unfor- 
tunately, however, their advanced quotations came too late to re- 
cord any material advantage to them on their books for 1906. What 
benefit was gained by the advanced quotations accrued principally 
to the dealers who had ordered in the summer and sold in the late 
fall at the advanced prites. The manufacturers, of cotirse, derived 
some benefit, but this was small in comparison with what they might 
have received. 


per year, $2.00" 


The first six months of 1906 were comparatively quiet ones, with 
the general level of prices low. During the summer there was about 
the average volume of business for the dull period. In the fall, 
as trade began to show more life, it was found that in most sec- 
tions of the country the water was very low, which proved to be 
a great handicap to manufacturers, depriving them as it did of 
profits which they might have earned. The low state of the streams 
during the summer and early fall also seriously affected the indus- 
try, as it prevented the getting down of logs and the grinding of 
wood into pulp. As pulp advanced sulphite also became higher, 
resulting finally in a general advance in that material. At the same 
time the constantly increasing price of other raw materials helped 
to swell the cost of production. The combination, therefore, of a 
quiet nine months period with low water, scarcity of pulp and 
high priced raw material generally rendered it impossible for the 
manufacturers to make much if any money out of their business. 
As was said before, they could not recoup in three months 
what they had lost in nine, especially as their production for the 
last quarter was pretty well contracted for at the old prices. The 
year 1906.for the manufacturers must therefore be classed as an 
unprofitable one, but, on the other hand, as being most important 
as signalizing the year in which the manufacturers, owing to long 
continued adverse conditions, were practically forced to demand a 
price for their product somewhere near commensurate with the in- 
creased cost of production. 


Important News Happenings. 


In regard to the more important news events of the year, taken in 
chronological order, the following are perhaps worthy of enumera- 
tion: 

The strike in the printing trade, beginning in January, and last- 
ing in its serious aspect for a number of months. 

The dissolution of the General Paper Company, brought about 
fmally by the decision of the United States Supreme Court that all 
corporations must show their books when ordered so to do by a 
court of competent authority. 

The strike in the lithographing trade, which seriously affected 
the industry, and which as yet remains unsettled. 

The general adoption of the three tour system in many of the 
more important mills of the country. 

The agitation for an export duty on rags in both Germany and 
France. 

The Victory screen decision, which relieved manufacturers of 
wood papers of considerable uncertainty. 

The advance in wages in most branches of the industry, aside 
from the advance involved in the adoption of the three tour 
system. 

An unprecedented shortage in the supply of cars, which has 
diminished the volume of business and seriously inconvenienced 
the trade in general. 


Concerning the Manufacturer. 


From the manufacturers’ standpoint the year has been an un- 
profitable one for the reasons outlined above. But while 1906 has 
been an unprofitable year it no doubt marks the beginning of a new 
era in the paper industry, in which the element of unbusinesslike 
competition will not be a factor. 
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The Dealer in the Year’s Refort. 

As the distributing branch of the trade had not been affected till 
late in the year by the elements that enter into cost of production its 
profits have been more staple, and as the dealer has handled an in- 
creased volume of business, due to the general commercial expan- 
sion of the country, he has little to complain of on the score of 
diminished receipts. Within the past few months, however, the 
dealer has been somewhat disturbed over the possible effect on his 
trade of the numerous trade associations of the manufacturers. 
In the book paper branch of the industry his fears have seemed to 
be most justified. What the new year has in store for the dealer 
as far as the trade associations referred to are concerned remains 
to be seen. 

The Broker or Commission Man. 

The agitation on the part of the dealers for the past few years 
against the broker assumes a new phase when the possible effect of 
the newly organized trade associations is considered. While at 
first thought one might conclude that the trade associations would 
have a bad effect on the brokers, helping to cut them out of busi- 
ness which they formerly enjoyed, still there is another side to the 
question, and that is the bare possibility that the manufacturers 
who handle large orders may find it to their advantage to employ 
the brokers as mill agents to drum up business, for which they now 
either maintain selling forces or which they now secure through 
the jobbing houses. This, however, is all a possibility of the fu- 
ture. For the present it can be said that while the dealer is some- 
what disturbed the broker is more so. 


The Stock Man and Importer. 


In common with the men in the other branches of the indus- 
try the dealers in paper stock, with few exceptions, found the 
year a rather quiet one up till the fall months, when the mills be- 
gan to increase their orders for supplies. Those handling jute 
stocks during the spring and summer experienced a wonderfully 
high market, which continued to greatly disturb their trade until 
the latter part of October, when the market broke and became more 
normal. While on domestic stock, with the exception of jute, the 
market for the year has been as above stated, the foreign rag mar- 
ket has continued exceptionally high for a number of reasons. To- 
gether with increased demand in Europe, resulting in scarcity of 
supplies, and the upward movement to prices, caused by the agita- 
tion for an export duty, the foreign rag market has maintained uni- 
formly high level. 


Machinery and Mill Supplies. 

In all branches connected with the equipment of mills the year 
has been an unusually busy one, practically all factories having 
more than they could possibly turn out, many of them being also 
forced to rush work on enlargements of their own plants in the 
hope of keeping up with their orders. In regard to profits, however, 
it can be said that because of the increased cost of-raw materials 
and wages the manufacturers of mill machinery and equipments 
have not benefited from the large amount of work they have turned 
out. As a rule they will find when they balance their books of the 
year that their profits remain about the same, while the volume of 
business turned out is considerably heavier than that.produced in 
1905. 


A. P. & P. A. Association. 

The event of importance for the year in the association has been 
the divison of its membership into active and associate, the former 
being made up of manufacturers, the latter of men connected with 
the distributing branch of the industry. The inauguration of the 
new plan of membership, which had been discussed for many years, 
has proven of great advantage to the association, as it has made of 
the organization what it should be, namely, an association of actual 
manufacturers of paper. The new plan has also resulted in in- 
creased membership, both active and associate. The work of the 
headquarters of the association for the year, while preliminary and 
largely engaged in the matter of increasing its membership, has 
given promise of greater usefulness, and will no doubt be con- 
tinued as a valuable adjunct to the work of the manufacturers’ 
organization. 

The National Paper Trade Association. 

The dealers’. national association has grown in membership 
and importance during the year, owing in part to the neéces- 
sity of some such organization for the protection of the jobber 
in a time when the tendency of the manufacturers seems to be to 
take large orders direct, to the detriment of the jobbing branch of 
the trade. The strength of the organization lies in the need of 
protection not only from the manufacturer but as against the in- 
roads of the broker into trade lines which the jobber naturally con- 
siders as his own. During the year the corresponding secretary of 
the association has done good work in increasing the membership, 
and in organizing at least one new association, namely, the Empire 
State Paper Dealers’ Association, composed of jobbers located in 
the cities of northern New York. The recent extension of the Bos- 
ton Jobbers’ Association into the New England Paper Jobbers’ As- 
sociation must be credited to the active work conducted from the 
headquarters of the national association in New York. The com- 
mittee of the association on its relation to manufacturers has dur- 
ing the year demonstrated its usefulness by holding important con- 
ferences with a like committee from the manufacturers’ associa- 
tion.

The Association of Paper Stock Dealers. 

The plan of forming a National Paper Stock Dealers’ Association 
has made considerable progress within the year, with the result that 
such an organization is likely to be formed in the near future. In 
Philadelphia the two local organizations of paper stock dealers have 
combined in one organization. Both the Philadelphia and the New 
York associations have gone about correcting trade abuses and im- 
proving the methods of doing business in a way that reflects great 
credit upon their associations. At the recent meeting such ques- 
tions as the discrimination of railroads in the receipt of paper stock, 
reforming the tariff law relating to the importation of rags, the 
question of allowing only 75 per cent. of face value of invoices to 
the shipper on the other side until the quality of the goods was de- 
termined, and other vital matters all go to show the important 
nature of the work outlined by this association.

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ROSIN SIZING OF PAPER. 


Treated from the Standpoint of the Chemist in a Paper Read 
Last Week Before the Am. Chemical Society in Session With 
the Am. Assn. for the Advancement of Science. 


By Epwarp F. Moopy, of the Vera Chemical Company. 

The sizing of paper from the standpoint of the chemist is a prob- 
lem fairly well understood, although since it is very susceptible to 
varying conditions it is full of complications; from the standpoint 
of the paper mill superintendent it is a source of trouble and an- 
noyance, and sometimes, because of the lack of absolute knowledge 
of the process, the desired results are not attained in the easiest 
way. 

Since there is as yet no substitute for rosin in the sizing of paper, 
a discussion of this subject immediately resolves itself into the 
question, What is the best form in which this rosin can be used? 
The proposition is the same, whether the mill makes news print, 
manilas or high grade paper from rag stock. 

There are two broad distinctions to be made among rosin sizes. 
First, the old form of size, consisting of rosin almost completely 
saponified with soda ash, and second, the size consisting in small 
part of saponified rosin, the larger part of the rosin being present 
in an uncombined form. This latter size is called a high free rosin 
size. Rosin soap has the curious property of dissolving in itself a 
large excess of free or uncombined rosin, which constitutes its 
most valuable part, as will be shown later. 

Having described our two forms of size, we will consider the 
properties of each. 

The mill made or completely saponified article invariably car- 
ries with it a large excess of alkaline liquor; this liquor, although 
removed as much as possible by allowing the size to stand, still 
saturates the mass, and constitutes about one-half of the size by 
weight : 

Now, in the beating engine an acid substance must be used to 
decompose this soap and liberate the rosin from its combination 
with alkali. In this country alum is used for this purpose. Now, 
before any decomposition of the soap takes place, all that excess 
alkali must be neutralized. This is necessarily an expensive and 
wasteful operation. Not only does it result in increased expense, 
but the large amount of CO: evolved from the soda ash and acid 
alum reaction causes much froth on the paper machine. 

The effect of this excess alkali is noticed on colors, weakening 
most of them. On account of the uncertain amounts of alkali 
present it is customary to use what is admitted to be an excess of 
alum; this has to be done to be on the safe side. Now alum is 
itself a notable cause of froth. In fact, any dissolved substance 
seems to cause froth. This froth due to alum is especially notice- 
able in cases where the returned waters from the machine are used 
over again, as is getting to be more customary; these returned 
waters carry accumulations of alum. It must be understood that 
mills using these waters over and over again, as many mills do in 
order to save what would otherwise be wasted, do so at the cost of 
increased trouble from foam. 

This alum in large quantities shows itself in the paper by a yel- 
lowing on long standing, more quickly noted by exposure to sun- 
light. So much for the injurious effects of the free alkaline liquor, 
and of the equally expensive and injurious excess of alum neces- 
sarily used in connectién yith it. 

The decomposition of the rosin soap, or sodium resinate, by 
aJum sulphate results in the formation of a curdy, coagulated alum 
resinate, which is the sizing agent, and of sodium sulphate, which, 
being soluble, is not retained in the paper. A little aluminum hy- 
drate is formed which is of value as a filler, but is an expensive 
one. This aluminum resinafe, which is the sizing agent, is some- 
what soluble in water, and is not therefore a perfect waterproofing 
medium, more being required to do the work than if the fosin 
were itself used in an insoluble form. 


This brings us to the second class, or free rosin sizes. By im- 
proved methods of manufacture only just enough alkali is used 
to saponify a small part of the rosin, the remainder being present 
dissolved in the soap; there is no excess alkali whatever, or at 
least there should be none if the size is made properly. On account 
of the much less alkali present less alum has to be used to bring 
about the decomposition of the size and harmful effects on color 
are avoided, as is also the part of the froth which is due to evolved 
CO,. The free rosin, being absolutely insoluble in water, is a much 
better sizing agent than the precipitated and more or less soluble 
aluminate resinate, the sizing agent of the before mentioned sa- 
ponified sizes. There is no doubt that a pound of free rosin is as 
effective as 2 pounds of alum resinate. The less quantities of alum 
required result in a more permanent sheet of paper, and in less 
corrosive action on the copper wires of the machines. 

Free rosin will invariably give a more snappy and rattly sheet 
of paper, which is almost always desirable. Where the paper is 
Hard sized a little extra heat in the last dryer roll or two will serve 
to melt together the small particles of rosin, giving a stiffer sheet 
with sometimes increased strength. This trick does not work when 
aluminum resinate is the sizing agent, inasmuch as this is not so 
readily melted. As above stated, the free rosin size should carry 
no excess alkali whatever, and should not react blue to litmus. 
Although there may be in the thick, undissolved size free rosin and 
free alkali existing together, as analyses prove, it should be borne 
in mind that dissolving in hot water tends to complete the saponi- 
fication, so that in the dissolved size or milk there is little or no 
free rosin; this is an important point. A free rosin size carrying 
alkali is undoubtedly more readily soluble, but this is not a recom- 
mendation, since the reason for an increased solubility is that the 
free rosin is being continually acted upon by the alkali and its vir- 
tue destroyed. Such a size should be avoided, as it does not give 
such economical results. Free rosin is undoubtedly better retained 


in the paper than is aluminum resinate, on account of the difference 
in solubility before mentioned. 


Since free rosin is the most valuable part of the size, the more 
free rosin the size contains the better the results obtained. But 
the limit is one determined by solubility. In a solution of a high 
free rosin size the soap is really the only part to go into solution, 
the free rosin part of this existing in a true emulsion, provided it 
be dissolved dilute enough. Dr. Hoffman, one of the first chemists 
to realize the value of free rosin, found that when the solid matter 
was not over 1% per cent. the size emulsion had no tendency to 
separate or settle. ‘ 

But the greater the amount of free rosin the greater the diffi- 
culty of solution. A size carrying about 20 per cent. free rosin 
can be dissolved by simple agitation in warm water, but more than 
that requires a different apparatus. The best means is undoubtedly 
a spraying or injecting with steam of the thick size into hot water, 
a device first used in Germany, and with which many mills in this 
country are now familiar. This apparatus produces a size milk in 
which the particles of free rosin are extremely small, permitting a 
straining of the size milk through the finest medium, and allowing 
much better distribution among the fibres of the paper. By this 
means a size consisting of as high as 40 per cent. free rosin may be 
used. More than that usually results in trouble in the mills through 
the size not being handled properly. 

An attempt to dissolve a free high rosin size, free from alkali 
liquor, by simply stirring it in hot water, results in the readily 
soluble soap being washed out, leaving the insoluble free rosin in 
lumps. Many is the line of piping that has had to be taken down 
in paper mills and laboriously cleaned out from this cause. So 
also do these sticky lumps, when they happen to be smaller, cause 
trouble by making the paper stick to the calenders and break. Thus 
it is possible to demonstrate and prove that a high free rosin size 
gives better results in the paper, better color, is more economical 
and when properly used is more simple. It is more uniform, being

Differing Cpinions Concerning the Utility of the Fibre Obtained 
From It as a Raw Material for Paper Making—One Writer 
Commends While Another Condemns It—The Reasons. 


Wochenblatt for Tue Paper Trape Journar by Albert 
Komp.) 

“In the United States,” says E. L. Selleger, “the residue of 
sugar mills—‘bagasse’-—has been used for making paper pulp for 
several years. The fibres of bagasse are extremely regular and 
smooth. They resemble straw, with the difference that they are 
more supple and longer and decidedly better. The length of the 
fibre is from 3 to 3.5 mm. and the width 0.010 to 0.015 mm.; while 
cross cuts show that the hollow space is very large, consequently 
proving the fibre to be composed of thin walls possessing great 
pliability. A fibre length of 3 to 3.5 mm. is sufficient for produc- 
ing a firm sheet, and the softness and pliability afford the desirable 
quality of flexibility. 

“In the fresh state the sugar cane fibre is readily convertible into 
a good white stuff by boiling with caustic soda, and by bleaching 
with chloride of lime, provided the raw stuff has been submitted to 
a previous energetic working operation. However, in case we 
delay this treatment until the stuff becomes dry, then the same will 
assume a brown coloration. The elimination of the resulting dis- 
agreeable shade is accompanied by many difficulties either by chémi- 
cal or mechanical processes. The drying of the fibre produces 
a quality of brittleness, and it is thus of the greatest consequence 
that the stuff should be elaborated in the fresh state, wherefore 
the location of the paper mill in close proximity to the sugar mill 
is required. After the conversion of the raw stuff into half stuff 
the latter preserves its quality and is ready for shipment or storage. 
Many interesting facts could be said about this raw stuff, as it is 
destined to be a great feature because of the immense quantities 
obtainable. But as we are limited to a short review further com- 
munications on a number of points are reserved. 

“The genuinely fast coloration of the fibres with benzo-azurin 
signifies the absence of ligno-cellulose and consequently proves the 
good bleaching quality of the fibre. Although the raw material 
from tropical regions reaches us here in a state of strong incrusta- 
tion, I succeeded during a primitive experiment in producing some 
sheets by dipping with a wire mold, and these sheets showed a 
tearing strength of 5,000 m. and an expansion of 4.3 per cent. 
The paper sheet, owing to imperfect beating and the dry state of 
the raw stuff, showed a certain inclination to split and proved to 
be uneven. However, we may assume that the perfection of a 
manufacturing process using fresh raw stuff will produce a paper 
possessing at least 6,000 m. of tearing length and above 4 cent. of 
stretch. 

“The coarse, thick paper leaf of sugar cane which I produced of- 
fered great resistance to the crushing process, allowing itself to be 
folded backward and forward without showing a break. The net 
product of purified fibres showed 48 per cent., being better than 
wood or straw. 

“The fibres in many resjects resemble cotton, and are likewise in- 
clined to assume the appearance of a twisted ribbon. During the 
beating process the fibres should not be split nor shortened, but 
must be preserved in their natural length, consequently the working 
into fibres must be c&refylly manipulated like that of manila hemp.” 

Another writer in the Wochenblatt, signing himself “Papierer,” 
.expresses contradictory views as follows: 

“Regarding Mr. Selleger’s judgment of the quality of sugar cane 
fibre, I beg to differ. During my sojourn in Brazil I enjoyed ample 
time and opportunities to become well experienced with the quality 
and value of the said fibre, using it in a manufacturing process on 
a large scale. But the results were not very pleasant. Above all 
it is necessary to apply a large quantity of chloride of lime for 
bleaching, and even then I only gained a net fibre product of 35

to 40 per cent. The great gain of fibres obtained by Mr. Selleger 
have probably been derived by an experiment on a small scale 
The firmness or strength of paper made from bagasse proved far 
from being satisfactory. I tried to use the produced half stuff for 
making a sort of wrapping paper which is in great demand in that 
country; but I noticed that the Brazilians would not favor the 
use of similar paper made from home made domestic fibres be- 
cause the sheets were too brittle. 

“By an addition of manila fibre I reached better results, but I 
never succeeded in reaching a satisfactory conclusion with the 
sugar cane fibre, although I spared no efforts and continued to 
make numerous trials in great variety, but all in vain.” 


ROSIN SIZE IN PAPER. 

(Continued from page 48.) 
prepared under more careful oversight, with due attention being 
paid to the variations in quality which are bound to occur in rosin, 
the raw material. 

There are other points that come up in connection with sizing. 
One frequently hears it stated that if the beating engines are run 
warm or hot the size is killed. That is not strictly true. The 
trouble is that the warm water softens the stock, and more size is 
required to bring it up to the desired stiffness. In cases where the 
water is very hard poor sizing is sometimes obtained. This is due 
to the calcium resinate being formed which is more soluble than 
the aluminum resinate, and consequently a poorer sizing agent. I 
remember a case where a mill had made its own size, carrying a 
large amount of alkali. Later a change was made to a high free 
rosin size carrying no free alkali. Poor results were obtained, 
which were at first very surprising. An analysis of the water used 
showed large amounts of calcium chloride present. This explained 
the trouble, since the alkali in their own size had precipitated the 
lime as carbonate and got it out of the way. To remedy the trouble 
a few pounds of alum were used in the beaters previous to putting 
in the size, which removed the lime as sulphate; then very satis- 
factory results were obtained. 

Foam, usually attributed to size, is more often due to mechani- 
cal reasons, although alkali in size does cause much foam. A pump 
sucking air or churning up the stock by working above speed will 
cause foam. If the stock is allowed to fall through the air instead 
of flowing along quietly air bubbles are sucked down with it. Some 
colors cause foam, especially such as are loaded down with dex- 
trine; this dextrine accumulates in the backwaters when they are 
used over again and makes the foam worse. A remedy for foam 
not to be encouraged is kerosene, or the so called froth oils, usually 
kerosene under another name. One of the worst causes of foam is 
bleach not thoroughly washed out of the stock. 

In all its branches paper making, especially in large plants, lends 
itself to more chemical supervision than is usually given to it. 
There is no one who has contributed more to the chemical knowl- 
edge of these processes than the chairman of this meeting, Mr. 
A. D. Little, and the constant trend ‘of paper manufacturing, like 
all other technical branches, is toward a realization of how much 
more important a part chemistry plays than was realized some few 
years ago. 


A Paper Mill for Forestport, N. Y.? 


Forestport, N. Y., January 1, 1907—It is almost certain that 
Forestport is to have a large paper mill, to be built here in the vil- 
lage. It is said the company will be capitalized at $90,000, the sum 
of $30,000 to be subscribed for by six citizens of this place and the 
balance by Watertown and Utica capitalists. Surveyors have been 
at work locating the proposed new building. It is said there is a 
great amount of pulp wood that can be cut and brought down both 
rivers to the new mill, the building of which will be quite a boom 
to the village.

Wasuincton, D. C., December 31, 1906.—The following is the 
new tariff for Japan, and by its provisions the dutiable value of 
an article subject to ad valorem duty is the actual cost thereof 
at the place of production or purchase, with the addition of pack- 
ing charges, cost of transportation, insurance, and all other charges 
incurred up to its arrival at the port of importation; however, in 
case of doubt as to the actual cost and various charges, the bal- 


ance after deducting the import duty from the price of the article. 


at the port of importation shall be taken as the dutiable value 
thereof :

Location of Powers Paper Company’s New Mill Undecided. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 31, 1906.—The Powers Paper Com- 
pany has not reached a decision as yet as to the location of the 
new plant that the company is to build in the spring. L. J. 
Powers, Sr., stated this week to a representative of THe Paper 
Trave JourNAL that a decision would be reached before the first of 
the year and he hoped that the work of building could be com- 
menced early in the spring. The arrangement of the building and 
the general details have been worked out in the main, but the loca- 
tion of the structure will have something to do with the general 
arrangement, but Mr. Powers stated that the lot selected must be 
suited for the construction of a building similar to the one for 
which plans have been drawn. The company does not wish to 
leave Holyoke if it can be avoided, and it is stated that a site in 
that city is under consideration, but that there is some disagree- 
meat as to the price, the Powers Paper Company not wishing to 
pay the amount asked for the location. 

The company has been offered sites in other places suitable for 
the plant and which are well adapted for the purposes of the 
company, and these would likely have been taken before but for 
the desire of the company to remain in Holyoke. There are 
many reasons in favor of the concern remaining in that city, as 
a great amount of the material used in its work is manufactured 
there and there will be a saving of freight, which in the run of a 
year amounts to a tidy sum. 

The company has given the matter considerable thought and 
the construction of a plant will be commenced in the spring, 
whether the building is constructed in Holyoke, Springfield or 
West Springfield. The company is now hardly able to keep up~ 
with its orders and the present quarters are said to be entirely 
too small for the business handled by the firm. Ferry.

PAPER.—This was holiday week in the paper trade, and the 
market displayed the general quietness which is prevalent at this 
time of vear in all commercial lines. This holiday dullness is only 
temporary, and the mills and jobbing trade are preparing for an- 
other rush in the early part of January. Sales during the week 
were light, but the manufacturers and dealers are not worrying, as 
it is giving them an opportunity to catch up somewhat with their 
business. The mills will also be much benefited and in better shape 
to handle this year’s new orders. Taking account of stock has 
been about completed, and the books have been balanced up for the 
old year. Everyone is now prepared to start with a clean score 
card, and the outlook is so promising at this time that all records 
will probably be broken in 1907. The mills are still struggling with 
last year’s problems of low water and scarcity of raw materials. 
The railroad companies have relieved the car shortage but very 
little, and the distribution of paper is going on very slowly. 
While the past week was considered quiet it cannot be construed 
as an indication of a receding market. Business during the month 
of December, 1906, was well above the average, and the market 
for the old year closed very strong, with prices on a very firm basis. 
Prices on practically all grades of paper have been advanced, and 
the manufacturers are beginning to realize a profit on their capital 
invested. News paper continues very scarce, and some sales have 
been made as high as 2.60c. The demand on Manilas and Fibres 
suffered no ill effects from the various advances made by the mills, 
and prices are very firm. Book papers are in a strong position, 
and manufacturers say that the present state of the raw material 
market would warrant another advance. The various grades of 
Writings are moving well, and these papers may be advanced within 
a short time. Tissue papers are in good demand even at the in- 
creased prices.

Neenah (Wis.) Brass Works in Its New Building. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


AppLeton, Wis., December 31, 1906.—The Neenah Brass Works- 
has moved into its new building, a fine structure, 100x70 feet, built 
of concrete blocks and absolutely fireproof. The foundry is 60x70. 
feet in size, and four large furnaces, one large crane and a large 
core oven are operated. The screen plate department is 40x70 feet, 
with cutting room, grinder room and planer room. All the ma- 
chines are driven by individual electric motors. The Neenah Brass 
Works makes a specialty of “nickel-bronze” screen plates; also the 
reclosing and cutting of old plates and brass castings and screen 
plate screws. Fox River. 


The United Box Board and Paper Company has notified its mills 
to discontinue the straw baling business, which in the past has been 
gone into extensively. In the future the company will depend upon 
the farmers to do the baling before they sell to the mills. For years 
the company has had a separate department, with its headquarters 
at Dayton, Ohio, to supervise the purchasing of straw through Ohio- 
and Indiana.
